Hi  Daniel, 


A  neighbor  suggested  I  tried  contacting  you.  I  have  filed  reports  with  311  but  to  no  avail. 

It  is  not  just  that  there  is  a  homeless  encampment  on  the  little  hill  just  north  of  the  back  of  Taix  restaurant.  I,  for  one,  feel  horrible  that  in  this  rich  country  we  allow  people  to 

go  without  the  help  they  need.  But  for  the  past  year,  the  people  have  been  burrowing  under  the  street  off  of  Sunset  that  leads  to  the  back  of  Taix . so  sorry . don;t  know 

the  name  maybe  it  too  is  Reservoir. 

But  if  you  go  east  down  Reservoir  toward  Glendale  Blvd.  you  will  see  what  I  am  talking  about.  The  ground  is  almost  totally  removed  and  all  that  is  now  left  are  the  concrete 
reinforcements.  Even  before  our  Big  earthquake  happens,  I  am  afraid  the  whole  hill  will  come  down  on  top  of  those  people. 

I  suggested  to  311  that  the  encampment  be  removed  and  a  chain  link  fence  put  up  for  the  protection  of  those  people:  to  keep  them  from  living  in  that  danger.  . 

I  would  think  the  city  would  get  right  on  that.  Not  from  the  heart  or  caring,  but  it  looks  like  a  pretty  huge  lawsuit  when  that  embankment  goes.
